that the final draft may make 
some reference to the possibility 
of American 
"military 
action" 
against any country which might 
attack a member of the alliance. 
The concern of the European 
countries about America's position 
isn't, I take it, due to any doubt 
that the United States would par- 
ticipate militarily in another major 
war in the old world. It's due to 
doubt as to "when" she would par- 
ticipate. 
That matter of "when" is a 
mighty item in the calculations of 
the nations concerned. The con- 
sensus of military experts is that 
self-interest, if nothing else, would 
compel America to participate in 
another European upheaval. The 
experiences of two global wars 
have demonstrated that our for- 
ward defenses lie in the old world. 
I discussed this matter- with an 
official of one of the European 
governments concerned in the'pro- 
posed alliance. I can't name him, 
but he said the debate in Wash- 
ington had produced some bewild- 
erment among 
the 
European 
countries concerned. He thought 
it •was creating abroad a doubt 
where a doubt didn't exist before. 
"All my country wants to know" 
lie said, "is that the proposed pact 
won't be without testh. We don't 
want to see any aggression devel- 
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gressor warned. 
"Some of the prospective mem- 
bers would feel better if they 
thought that, the minute an at- 
tack came, an atomic bomb would 
be dropped on the capital of the 
aggressor. But they figure that 
if action was delayed until the at- 
tack was debated in Congress, the 
whole of Europe might be occupied 
by the aggressor." 


This remark about the atomic 
bomb was, I take it, used as a figure 
by way of empliasis rather than 
as advocating such procedure. The 
point was that sufficient advance 
warning would be likely to prevent 
aggression at all.

The 
Bradenton Trailsr Court with well 
over a thousand trailers. Run by 
ths Kiwanis Club. Run on a non 
profit basis with ail money going: 
to charity. Their shuftlebcard and 
horseihoe teams exchange games 
with the beat of them in this sec- 
tion. They charge ten a month 
with everything furnished. 
Their 
spaces are filled early in the fall, 
and many never move from year 
to year, but come back to their 
trailer. I heard of one man that 
had his trailer towed in there new, 
nine years ago, and it has never 
been moved. They have their own 
band, that gives a concert once a 
week, motion pictures twice a 
week, dances once a week, and 
bingo and cards every night in the 
week but Sun., for the less active. 
To give jou a few figurej on 
travel costs. Motels here charge 
six dollars a night, and we pay four 
a week, or fifteen a month. The 
trailer courts are building up so 
it is possible to get in most any 
place, but the Motels and car 
courts most all have the no vacan- 
cy signs out all day. 
Everyone, in the trailer courts 
we have been in, are very friendly, 
and anxious to talk. And just as 
anxious to listen. There are few 
braggarts, but I have found out 
that there are many wealthy peo- 
ple living in trailers. 
lira. Ruth Sterling, daughter «f 
Mr. and Mrs. Ed. Aubits, walked 
into the court the other day look- 
ing for us. They are in a.' cabin 
sixteen miles below Sarasota. 
We were down to Bradsns Castle 
Court last week, and Barlow v/as 
playing shuffleboard until we ask- 
ed if anyone could tell us wliere 
we could buy a loaf of Butter 
Krust bread. That busted up the 
game. 
We find living costs lower here 
than north. The days longer (the 
sun sets here about six thirty) and 
a nice breeze off the Gulf regard- 
less of how warm it is. It has 
been between eighty and ninety 
days, and about sixty five nights. 
We have oranges delivered to us 
for seventy five a bushel, and 
grapefruit for fifty. 
This is tne

It would have b«en easy for Washington, had be 


>een a lesser man, to perpetuate himself in office.

vas not only the first president of the United States, but 
he only one chosen unanimously. Though bitter politic- 
tl differences developed among those around him, his place 
n the public eeteem was high and secure. 


The spirit of independence in Washington'! America 


va» intense. But the spirit of democracy as we define it 
oday waa not unanimous. Considering the environment 
md education and habit* of Americana to recently Brit- 
sh, it scarcely eould hare been. Further, there was no

It is Mr. Reuther's contention that, in addition to pro- 


viding still-scarce housing, his plan would employ a stand- 
by fore* of Aircraft workers who would be available in case 
of national emergency. 


The Reuther plan is opposed not only by builders' asso- 


ciations, but by some aircraft manufacturers. The latter 
argue, among other things, that both airplane machinery 
and personnel are so highly specialized as to be unadaptable 
to any other line of work.

The Lustron Cor- 
poration, which makes all-steel enameled prefabs, has taken 
over the vacant Curtiss-Wright plant in Columbus, Ohio, 
and will be turning out 30 houses a day by the end of this 
month. Predicted production by the end of the year is 
180 a day. 


Since so little has been done in more than three years 


to ease the housing shortage, Mr. Reuther's proposal at 
least merits a careful, unprejudiced study.

Questions on 'Point Four' of 
Truman Talk Confuse Experts

Then 
the technical experts are called in to figure out how to do it. 


In the case of controversial "Point Four" of his inaugural address, 


the President apparently had no idea ot how it would be carried out 
in detail. The job of planning it was assigned to Willard Thorp, 
assistant secretary of state for economic affairs. 
He appointed a 


committee. There is always a. eornmittee. In this case, some second 
or third level brass from eight agencies—State, Treasury, Agriculture. 
Interior, Commerce, Labor, Federal Security Agency, and the EGA 
Marshall Plan boys. 


They called in the experts from about S6 other government agenctes 


and the wheels started to grind. 
]LfAIfi Hoes JaM vat tat the Pies*deuf> ssisth were tm*r+ ete*r. ThU 
aTJ- is to be no Marshall PL&n for the rest ef the world. It is to b* 
simply B program ol giving technical anivUnce la those countries that 
want It It involves no big program for government capital invest- 
ment in foreign countries, though the more private capital assistance 
growing out of it, the better things will be. 


But here the questions rtart to roll in. What kind of technical 
assistance will b* the most helpful? 
What if any countries should be 


excluded? What is an "u»der-develop«d" country? How mnch self- 
help should be expected from these countries in return for U. S. 
technical assistance? What government measures will promote the 
Row of private capital to these countries? What guarantees from the 
U. S. government and from the foreign governments must private 
capital have on taxation, dollar convertability and freedom, from 
seizure? 


Types of U. S. technical assistance gtve* ka the past include research 


projects, field missions, demonstrations, vocational education abroad, 
"in-training" of foreign technicians in the U. S. Which of these 
efforts are worth expanding and which are not? 


So far, there has been no discussion with foreign governments on 


what they need or what they want That will come later. 
Another series of questions has arisen over what the limits of this 


program should be. How long should th« program be for? How can 
a roster of experts b« built up? 
'"PHE next questions wer« what type of project ic best for develop- 


ment through the United Nations and which is best through a 
bilateral agreement direct between the U. JU and a foreign govern- 
ment? 
How to co-ordinate this work with the Uatted Netkm* subsidiaries— 
Economic and Social Council, Food and Agriculture Organization, 
International Labor Organization, Educational Scientific and Cultural 
Organization, International Trade Organization, World Bank? How 
co-ordinate it with the Organization of American States? 


How co-ordinate it 'With other government efforts to do the same 


things through Institute of Inter-American Affairs, Interdepartmental 
Committee on Scientific and Cultural Co-operation, Export-Import 
Bank, the Marshall Plan and military aid programs? 


Finally, how can Truman's Point Four program b* put over In tuch 


a way that it will minimize or refute completely the frequent charges 
that this is just another scheme by the American capitalists to pro- 
mote world imperialism? 
When the answers to some et these questions ere a bit clearer, you

Woman's Club Has 
Fine Address By 
Dr. Jack Wolford 


Dr. J. A. Walford, of the War- 


ren State Hospital staff, presented 
a most enlightening and interest- 
ing1 paper on "The Influence of 
Psychiatric Literature" for 
the 
regular program-meeting: of th* 
Woman's Club Literature Depart- 
ment. The subject was ably hand- 
led and sho\ved considerable re- 
search. 


Dr. Wolford stated psychiatric 
literature has been written sine* 
tha time of the Graska &ad Rom- 
ans and has continued to the pres- 
ent day, except during the dark 
ages. Although it has reached its 
height of production during the 
past decade, he said, the amount 
of its influence 1* questionable. 
The doctor explained that psy- 
chiatry is a young and struggling 
science that needs tha help of mod- 
ern writing to arouse public inter- 
est in the cause, prevention and 
cure of many mental ills. Through 
splendid books, prejudice and ig- 
norance of race intolerance can be 
torn clown. 


Many examples of 
psychiatric 
characters from the classics, later 
date novels and plays were given, 
showing how the problems of these 
unfortunate people were brought 
before the reader. 


The speaker said that although.! 


most of the articles in the daily 
newspaper columns, ladies' maga- 
zines, and other publications, con- 
tain good, sound and thoughtful in- 
formation, they do not solve the 
problems of the mentally ill. A 
tremendous amount of psychiatric 
non-fiction literature is being pub- 
lished, he pointed out, some good 
and some bad, and, while the cine- 
ma is in a position to influence a 
great number of persons, thous far 
it has failed. Many recent books 
have crusaded successfully for the 
betterment of conditions for the 
mentally ill, he concluded. 


'Dr. Wolford stated 
that 
it 


should be inspiring to members of 
the Woman's Club to know that a 
lone woman, Miss Dorothy L. Due, 
had accomplished the most for the 
mentally ill. Miss Dix, a. 
school 


teacher, began her crusade in the 
United States when 
these pat- 


ients were confined in prisons, not 
hospitals.

450-year-old Choir 
Of Vienna Singers 
Here On Thursday 


The Vienna Choir Boy*, last 
heard in this country in 1938, will 
appear here on Thursday evening 
at the Woman'* Club in the course 
of their first transcontinental tour 
in ten years. 
The choir, established in 1498 by 


imperial decree, was introduced to 
the United States by Impressario 
S. Hurok in 1932, and thereafter 
performed here for »bt consecutive 
seasons. 
Consisting of 20 boys, aged eight 
to twelve years, they arrived In 
this country last fall, just 450 
years after their group was first 
founded. 
Maxmilian I, who Instituted the

In addition to the usual 
choir repertoire of sacred songs 
and folk music, the youngsters 
perform costumed operas of all na- 
tions. One of the most popular, 
"The Apothecary5', waa written by 
a former member, Josef Haydn, 
who was himself a Vienna choir 
boy until adolescence.

Bulldoze Lane 
Through Fill 
On Route Six 


Kane Republican: Residents of 


the Northwest settlement a mile 
west of Kane were jubilant over 
success of efforts to have a pass- 
able traffic lane bulldozed through 
more than Itnee-deep mud to pro- 
vide an access to Kane through" the 
big fills on Route 6 construction. 
After the route again became im- 
pasaable over the weekend, the 
lane was cleared to the rock base 
for one-way local and emergency 
traffic. 


As the action came, a spokesman 


for the 20 families residing in the 
area declared that arrangements 
were being made to take photo- 
graphs of the fill and a petition 
for help direct to Harrisburg to 
offices of the State Highway De- 
partment. It was stated that the 
highway department has assured 
residents of the route if there are 
any more complaints, they 
will 
shut the construction down until 
spring and that the State Highway 
Department would bulldoze a pass- 
able lane with its equipment. 
Citing the bulldozing in of ruts 


as only a temporary measure, res- 
idents of the area sought to have 
the "foot or two of mud" cleared 
from one lane—to the stone base, 
in order to permit access of fire 
equipment, doctors, school buses 
and other emergency local traffic 
—as well as to permit them to 
reach their jobs in Kane and to 
get home. 


Sunday morning, cars were bog- 


ged into deep mud and at an early 
hour it was necessary to pull them 
through with a huge 
bulldozer. 


Few vehicles tried the passage— 
others turning back. 
Mud was 


knee-deep—and deeper at many 
points. 


Residents along the area, about 


20 families, sought to have some 
definite arrangement to guarantee 
a reasonable access through the 
construction until its completion, 
rather than a day to day tempor- 
ary arrangement in which passage 
ia doubtful and cannot be assured. 


N. A. Staples, district highway 


engineer at Clearfield, stated that 
the construction contract provides 
for a "reasonable access" for local 
traffic—such as has been termed 
emergency traffic locally.
